GRANT REHEARING 


The action taken 
W ednesday 
night was in relation to th e ap­ 
plication of the C lub Continental 
for an on-sale liquor license. At 
a m eeting this sum mer, the m o­ 
tion to protest the license along 
the lines of the policy voted in 
1942 that there 
w ere sufficient 
licenses here, 
lost in a tw o-to- 
two tie vote. The State B oard of 
Equalization, 
however, 
denied 
the license, but attorneys for the 
Club asked

rehearing, w hich 
was granted and set for today. 
City A ttorney Roy W. Colegate 
precipitated the discussion Wed­ 
nesday night w hen he called a t­ 
tention to the hearing. He said 
the city had protested the appli­ 
cation of the C asitas del M onte 
for a license but not for the Club 
C ontinental.

REVIEWS SITUATION 


Reviewing 
the 
controversial 
liquor topic, the city attorney re­ 
called th a t in 
November, 1942, 
the city decided on a policy of 
protesting 
all 
applications for 
new licenses on th e ground that 
there w ere already too m any li­ 
censes in the city, far in excess 
of the state board’s own figure of 
one license per 1000 population. 
The state board, a t the tim e, ig­ 
nored the city's resolution. Since 
then, however, the attorney said, 
the state board has come around 
to the city ’s way of thinking. In 
the m eantim e, by failure to pro­ 
test the C lub C ontinental license, 
purely on technical grounds, the 
city had scrapped the 1942 policy.

Change at Air Base 
To Have Little Effect 
On Civilian Personnel 


At a meeting of all civilian employes at the Army Air Base, Lt. 
Alvin W. Norcross, civilian personnel officer, announced that the 
reduction of the force of the 5th Operational Training Unit will 
only affect a small percentage of those employed now. 


At present there are 196 posi-A 
tions filled by civilian workers, 
and this num ber w ill be reduced 
to 132, under directives received 
from headquarters of the F erry­ 
ing Division in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
he declared. 


FEW TO BE LET OUT 


“A ctually,” Lt. Norcross added, 
“H ardly anyone w ill be discharg­ 
ed. This is due to the fact th at 35 
positions now 
occupied 
by the 
wives of 
soldiers 
destined for 
transfer or separation from the 
service are 
among 
those to be 
abolished.” 
He also pointed out th at w her­ 
ever possible, it w ill be the pol­ 
icy of the F errying Division to re­ 
place the m ilitary w ith civilian 
workers. 


“Pending 
now 
a t 
headquar­ 
ters,” Lt. Norcross said, “is an 
authorization 
to 
increase 
the 
num ber of positions w hich can 
em ploy civilians. However, these 
jobs are in the low -paying brack­ 
ets.” 
For the 
benefit 
of those as­ 
sembled, it was again reiterated 
th at the 5th O perational T rain­ 
ing U nit is not in the process of 
dem obilization and w ill continue 
for some tim e to come as a Fer­ 
rying Division 
service station. 
The reduction 
in 
all personnel 
w ill leave approxim ately 25 per 
cent of the force now stationed 
at the Army Air Field. 
Among the 
civilian personnel 
w ho will be dismissed are clerks 
and common laborers.

has drawn interested attention at 
the State Department in Wash­ 
ington. 
Willard Price lived near the 
emperor’s palace in Hayama for 
five years and 
had remarkable 
opportunities to study the pres­ 
ent emperor and

imperial 
system as it has been used by 
the militarists. He had a number 
of run-ins with the police and 
barely escaped torture. His ac­ 
count of the emperor’s 
private 
life is the most revealing to come 
out of Japan.

He tells the actual story of the 
far 
from 
godlike 
careers 
of 
Japan’s monarchs, past and pres­ 
ent, and points out that no mat­ 
ter how amiable or peace-loving 
or anti-militaristic Hirohito may 
be, he must be deposed, the em- 
peror-myth exploded, 
and the 
foundations laid for a peaceful 
and democratic Japan.

Sent Local High 


School by State 


The California 
State Depart­ 
ment of Education has released 
to the local high school, through 
its war production training pro­ 
gram, a quantity of shop supplies 
at nominal cost. 
The woodshop 
department of the high school 
has secured a supply of tools and 
shop equipment worth approxi­ 
mately $150 for payment of han­ 
dling charges of $22.35. 
Surplus supplies from the war 
production training centers have 
been sold to high schools for fif­ 
teen cents on the dollar. 
Palm 
Springs took advantage of this 
opportunity 
to 
acquire needed 
supplies for the shop that it now 
has, and for the general metal 
shop that is contemplated for the 
future. 
During the last week two elec­ 
tric welders were delivered to the 
high school out of the surplus 
state properties. 
Although they 
cannot be used now, they are be­ 
ing held until such time as they 
can be used in the general metal 
shop. One welder, weighing 500 
pounds, has a 200 ampere rating. 
The second is rated at 150 am­ 
peres. W ith the two electric weld­ 
ers the 
school 
received 
1065 
pounds of welding rod varying 
from 1/16 
of an 
inch to 3/16. 
Some of the welding rod is for 
stainless steel and has been com­ 
monly used for airplane welding. 
The welding equipment has been 
made available to the school dis­ 
trict at 3% cents on the dollar. 
The high school trustees are 
hoping to be able to acquire an 
Army jeep from federal surplus 
properties 
when 
they 
become 
available to political subdivisions 
of the state.

Costs Per Pupil 


Far Down in List 


In a report released from the 
Division of Research and Statis­ 
tics of the California State De­ 
partment of Education, a compre­ 
hensive comparative analysis of 
average daily attendance costs in 
public high schools has been giv­ 
en to school trustees. Analysis 
No. 16 shqws costs in high 
school districts having between 
140 and 199 ADA during the 
school year 1943-44. This report 
shows that the average current 
expenditure per ADA for the 
school year 1943-44 was $278.77. 
Palm Springs runs higher than 
the average, but is considerably 
under many other schools in this 
classification. The Palm Springs 
cost is $306.34. Other schools 
comparable in size, report cur­ 
rent expenditure ADA costs as 
follows: 
Rio Vista, $360.23; Brea-Olinda, 
$360.98; Galt, $323.35; Sutter, 
$342.91; HoltviUe, $318.24; Gus- 
tine, $329.44; Perris, $318.36; Em­ 
ery, $331.29; Colusa, $350.00; Car- 
penteria, 
$371.43; 
Orestimba, 
$321.32 and Atascadero, $385.43. 
Atascadero tops the list in this 
classification, and Beaumont is 
listed with the lowest per ADA 
expenditure in the group, which 
is $177.99. 
The report shows that the to­ 
tal current expenditure for Palm 
Springs for 1943-44 was $49,­ 
932.99. 
These expenditures are 
exclusive of payments for capi­ 
tal outlay. The local high school 
trustees feel that this report in­ 
dicates that Palm Springs has 
been conservative in its expendi­ 
tures for instruction in the local 
high school. Current expenditures 
in smaller high schools run some­ 
w hat higher as a rule, than for 
larger high schools, where facil­ 
ities can be used more economic­ 
ally.

California appears to be bouncing along to­ 
ward leadership in another industrial field, or at 
least toward a close runner-up position. That’s in 
the rubber business. 
Facts gathered by the Wall Street Journal em­ 
phasize the tremendous war growth of synthetic 
rubber production in California, and the outlook is 
for a $70 million annual output during the next sev­ 
eral years. That’s many millions above our best 
pre-war figure. 
The nearness and abundance of petroleum re­ 
sources enables California industry to produce syn­ 
thetic rubber at low cost. If, later on, natural rub­ 
ber comes into greater use, as is expected, Califor­ 
nia will have the advantage of being the nearest 
point in the United States to the principal source 
of natural rubber—the East Indies. 
A large part of the rubber products turned out 
here will be absorbed within the state. In fact, rub­ 
ber is more vital to California than to any other 
state. With approximately two and a half million 
ears—half a million more than New York—and 
with two-thirds of our intrastate freight being car­ 
ried on rubber. 
What else could be more logical than for this 
great rubber-consuming state to become the great­ 
est rubber producer?

Patients Transferred 


The Naval Hospital in Cherry 
Valley, Beaumont, is to be de­ 
commissioned. and patients from 
that 
hospital 
are 
now 
being 
transferred to the Banning Naval 
Special Hospital, which is well 
prepared to take care of them, 
having facilities to handle more 
than 1000 at a time as the result 
of improvements costing in the 
neighborhood of $250,000. 
The Beaumont Hospital was 
commissioned October 2, 1944, on 
the same 
day as 
the Banning 
Hospital, by Rear Adm. George 
C. Thomas, who was then chief 
medical officer of the eleventh 
-naval district, with headquarters 
Yi San Diego. Both hospitals 
- -were built originally by the Army 
and had been used as Army hos­ 
pitals. 
Capt. William H. Short, pres­ 
ent medical officer in charge of 
the Banning 
Hospital, 
was in 
charge at that time, and Capt. 
Martin L. M arquette at the Beau­ 
mont Hospital. He was succeed­ 
ed by Capt. Franklin F. Mur­ 
doch, who at the present time is 
commanding officer at Beaumont. 
Many changes have been made 
at the Banning Hospital in the 
year since it was taken over by 
the Navy. During the past year 
3000 men have been treated. In 
comparison to 
the 
handful of 
men who came here in the sum­ 
mer of 1944, there are at present 
■” S3 enlisted men on the staff, 28 
.^Yficers, including doctors, and 
40 nurses. In June, 1944, 30 men 
were detached from the Norco 
Naval Hospital and were trans­ 
ferred to the local base for duty 
in July.

To Pre-War Days 


W ith 
the 
rem oval 
of heavy 
pressure of urgent w artim e traf­ 
fic, the Railway Express Agency 
has inaugurated 
a broad effort 
throughout its nation-w ide organ­ 
ization to restore pre-w ar stand­ 
ards of express service, it was an­ 
nounced today by A. W. Hayes, 
vice-president. 
From P earl H arbor up to V-J 
Day, the governm ent needs and 
w ar production increased the use 
of express 
transportation, until 
at the end of the global conflict 
approxim ately seventy percent of 
the traffic was allied to the war 
effort, he added. 


RETURN TO NORMAL 


"As a consequence”, Mr. Hayes 
said, “our service to civilian bus­ 
iness and the general public wass 
necessarily affected, due to con­ 
ditions beyond our control, a sit- 
nation w hich we alw ays regret­ 
ted but could not change. 
We 
are confident th a t we will soon 
be back to norm al and be able to 
aid substantially in speeding up 
reconversion and w ith it a long 
period of national prosperity.” 
It is estim ated th a t during 1944, 
140,000,000 w ar shipm ents alone 
m oved by express compared with 
a total business of 148,855,809 in 
1939, w hen war traffic was not 
a factor of any consequence. E x­ 
press company officials state that 
duringn this period, transporta­ 
tion conditions becam e increas­ 
ingly complex. Am ong the dif­ 
ficulties faced, retarding norm al 
functions of the E xpress Agency, 
w ere the heavy w ar loads of the 
railroads and the airlines, short­ 
age of autom otive equipm ent and 
no m eans of obtaining new, lack 
of m achine parts, complicating 
proper tru ck m aintenance and 
overhaul, and m ileage reduction 
regulations, affecting chiefly resi­ 
dential pick-ups and deliveries.

well-stocked shelves. This sales 
store during its existence has had 
many officers. At present, Cap­ 
tain John 
Milliff, 
who was a 
salesman for an auto-parts com­ 
pany in civilian life, is in charge. 
The captain’s chief assistant was 
Staff Sergeant 
Fred 
Schooler, 
who, for ten years prior to his 
army service, was a store man­ 
ager for Safeway Stores. The op­ 
eration of the sales store and the 
commissary as a whole included 
four civilian workers and 17 en­ 
listed persons. 
When notice was 
posted early last week that the 
store would close, there was a 
rush to buy m any of its items, 
and sales grossed more than 
$6,000. Courtesy was evidently a 
by-word with those who served 
the store’s customers. There was 
never a display of surliness, im­ 
patience, 
and

waited upon w ith a smile.

Another department which will 
fade by the end of this month is 
the clothing, shoe, and jewelry 
section of the post exchange.
